MATERIALS NEEDED: 


1 ea. Plastic coated aluminum wire, 
18 or 20 gauge, 55 inches long. 


1 ea. Screen door spring, % inch 
diameter, 16 inches long. 
Plastic coated Aluminum Wire 
1 ea) Plastic: bagwers6 ix) 54 Ser 0O 
NSN 8105-00-848-9631. 


APPLICATION: 


Cut wire to 55 inch lengths and bend 
one loop on each end. Screen door spring % inch dia. 


Slip wire loops into spring eyes and 
close. 


Place trash bag in barrel and fold 
top of bag out over lip of barrel. 


Place retention ring over trash bag 
near lip of barrel. (Adjust reten- 
tion rine to fester ents 


To remove retention ring: 

Slip wire loops into spring 
Grasp retention ring, pull out and eyes and close. 
up over Lip offbarrel.
